Washington, May 28.— In the Unit- 
ed States supreme court Monday 
opinions were handed down in all but 
two of the cases before that ootnt 
involving the relation of the United 
States to it* insular possessions. The 
two cases in which no conclusion was 
announced were those known as th* 
fourteen diamond rings cos«, and 
the second of the Donley cases. The 
undecided Dooley case deals with a 
phase of the Porto II loan question,, 
and the diamond rings cose involves, 
the right to the free importation of 
merchandise from the Phillpi>in*ri. 

Of the several cases decided Monday 
the two which attracted the great. .- 1 
share of attention from the t.i.irt 
were what is known as the Do Lima 
case and that known as the Downes 
case, and of these two the opinion 
in the Downes case is considered *he 
most fur reaching, as it affects our 
future relations, whereas the Ik' Linu» 
case dealt with a transitional pl.nse 
of our insular relations. The D* 
Lima case was ths first to receive 
the attention of the court, and as It 
appeared to be quite sweeplngly op- 
posed to the government's i 
tions, many persons prec' " 
rived at the conclusion that tl 
ernment had been worsted " 
the line. This view suffered a 
change when the conclusion was 
ii ou need in the Downes case. 1 tie 
court was very evenly divided or* 
both enses, but political line* were 
not n,t all controlling. 

The Power to Collect l>a«y. 

The De Lima case involved the 
power of the government to collect 
a duty on goods imported into the 
United Btates from Porto Eioo after 
the ratification of the treaty of ! 
Paris and before the passu g« of the 
Porto Mean act. The court sal* 
l he government's contention la this 
ease was substantially a claim thi*t | 
Porto Rico Is foreign territory. The 
entire case turned upon Oiat con- 
tention. The court held that the 
position wus not wall taken; that- 
Porto Itico wa* not at the time for- , 
elajn territory, and that, therefore, 
the duty which had been collected ' 
muHt be returned. 

Th» decision in the Dowries rasa 
followed the history of the dealiuira 
of the United States with Porto Hloo 
a step farther. That ense dealt with 
the legality of the exnetlon of dutioa 
on goods Imported from Porto Kleo 
into Now York after the passage of 
the Fornker act providing for a duty ' 
upon goodsfshlpped from the United \ 
Stutes into Porto Kico. and also on, 
Iho+f shipped from Porto Hlco to the 
United suites. In this cuse. the ceura 
held that such exaction was legnl 
and constitutional. 

The point of the two opinions Qon- 
ridered collectively is that Porto. 
Rioo waa never, after the MrfoMtlM 
of that island, foreign territory; that 
until congress acted upon the pies- 
Hor. no duty could !»• eolteotetL but 
that as soon as congress) outlined 
a method of contraUing the island's 
revenues that action became binding, 
in other words, that congresM haa 
poawr under the constitution to pre- 
scribe the manner of collecting the. 
revenues of the country's insular 
possessions end hns the right to lay 
a duty on goods Imported into our 
insular possessions from the United 
States or exported from them into

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MASS OF FUMES, 

The Coal Dnst in a Tennessee 
Mine Ipnited and a Terrific 
Explosion Took Place. 



TWENTY-ONE MEN, ALL WBIIE. KILLED 



Nine Others Were Terribly Burned 
and Most of Them Can Not 
Survive Their Injuries. 



A Great Man* of Coal anil Slate Cared 
in and Manx of the Ill-K.K. d 
Miner* Were 1 omiilttelr 
Burled. 

Dn.vton, Term., May 88.— At thr 
Riclilurul mine of the Dayton Coal & 
Iron Co.. two mile, from Day ton. 
Monday afternoon, a terriflr ejtplo- 
■ion of coal dost resulted in the death 
of 21 men. nil "white aitd most of them 
married and witfi families. 

The explosion w,is caused by what 
is known nmonjr miner* as a ''blown 
blast." It is the custom of the min- 
ers to place blasts and fire them 
off at quitting time each afternoon, 
leaving the coal thus thrown down 
to be louded and hauled from thi' 
mine the next morning. The Rich- 
land mine is destitute of water and 
great volume* of fine particles of coal 
dust, invisible to the naked eye, ac- 
cumulate at the roof of the mine. 
This dust is subject to explosion 
if exposed to flames. Monday «1 
4:30 o'clock a dynamite cartridge 
was placed in position in one of the 
rooms for blast and the miners start- 
ed for the mouth of the mine. Thi 
blnst did not explode as Intended 
but instead a Ion* flame shot out 
of the blast hole and Ignited th< 
accumulation of dnst. 

Thirty-Foar Men In the Mine. 

Instantly a terrific explosion oc- 
curred nnd a seething mass of flamei 
shot to the mouth of the mine and 
extended 300 feet, into the open air 
scorching the leaves from the nearly 
treea. There were 34 men in th« 
mine at the time. Four of these et- 
caped with slight injury. Twenty 
one were killed and nine w.-re ter 
tibly burned, most of them futnlh 
The force Of the explosion caus. i 
great masses of coal and slate t 
ca»e In from the roof of the mlm 
and many of the ill-fated min.-r- 
were completely buried. Word <|tiii-k 
)y reached Dayton and rescue force 
were organised aad proceeded ti 
the mine. One by one the blaekeneii 
and horribly disfigured bodies wen 
i»k«wi from the debris nnd carrieii 
to the mouth of the mine, where they 
were put on a locomotive and taken 
to Dayton. 

Bhrleka of Ansjnlah. 

Bcoraa of relatives and friends gath- 
ered Alt the mouth of the mine, and 
the shrieks of anguish us the bodies 
were removed were heartrending. 

The two undertaking establish- 
ments at Dayton were turned into 
morgue*, where the mangled bodies 
were dressed and prepared for de- 
livery to their fanillisS. AH the men 
employed in this mine were residents 
of Dayton. 

The Richland mine Is the property 
Of the Dayton Coal & Iron Co., com- 
posed of Glasgow c!«j>italtat8. The 
company operates an iron furnace 
at Dayton und operates coal mines 
in connection here with it. 

On December 23, lt*'JJ, a similar 
explosion occurred in the Nelson 
mine, situated a few hundred feel 
from where Monday's explosion oc- 
curred, in which 28 miners were in- 
stantly kiUed.
